NEW YORK, May 23.— The Herald's 


Honolulu special says: The new const!-, 
tution has been drawn up by the coun- 
cil and will be presented to the con- 
vention on May 30. I. have been al- 
lowed to glance at the document, 
which is still kept secret from Ha- 
ivaiians.

The new government is to be called 


the Republic of Hawaii. There are to 
be a president and executive council of 
five. Fifteen senators will comprise 
the upper house of the legislature. 
They will be elected in classes of five 
cnch at the next general election. 
In two years the terms of senators of 
tlie third class will expire, and their 
places will be filled by five members, 
'to serve six years. At the .next elec- 
tion, two years later, the terms of the 
second senators will expire, and in two 
years more this will 1>e the case with 
the senators of the first class. 
Qualifi- 


cations for senators are the same as in 
the United States, with the exception 
that each shall have property worth 
$5,000 and an income of 81,200 a year. 


The lower house shall consist of fif- 


teen members — six from Oasu and three 
each from Hawaii, Mam and Kaui. 
They will serve two years. A member 
must have residencenin Hawaii at least 
a year, and must read and" write Eng- 
lish or Hawaiian. Meetings of the 
legislature are to be held every two 
years, each session to last no longer 
Allan ninetycdays. 
• 


• President Dole will probably retain 
"his office for two years, and perhaps 
longer. 
The next president is to be 


chosen by the people. Those who are 
framing the new government's charter 
do not deem it advisable .to go before 
the people just yet on tlie question of 
the executive1. As' the 'president is to 
appoint the members of the executive 
council, or cabinet, those now in power 
•will undoubtedly hold over. 


It is said the royalists are read^ to 


make a bold move for 'the reinstate- 
ment of Liliiiokalina. as soon as the 
new republic is declared. .They believe 
Admiral Walkeriwill aid them, think- 
ing he will carry out the original pol- 
icy of President Cleveland.

A few of the non-union men took 


refuge in the company's offices and 
barricaded the doors. The house was 
almost demolished by the enraged for- 
eigners, who dragged tlie workmen 
from their hiding places and handled 
them very roughly.

Those who th ink- 
its schedules likely to be in any way 
detrimental declare that their effect 
has already been discounted. Those 
who see no harm in the schedules agree 
with the others in seeing a very posi- 
tive danger in any unnecessary delay 
in settling the matter. Those who ap- 
prove and those who disapprove the 
bill are of one mind in regarding its 
passage as certain and its early passage 
as desirable in order that commerce 
and industry may quickly adjust^ them- 
selves to the new conditions.

You can have no idea how many 


hooks your Uncle Samuel has, unless 
you can come to this city and see them 
with your own eyes. I do not now re- 
fer to the almost numberless tomes in 
the congressional library, but to the 
thousands of volumes in the executive 
department. 
- 


In the department of justice, ordi- 


narily for many years called the at- 
torney general's 
office, one would 


naturally expect to find law books cov- 
ering all points of national, interna- 
tional and interstate law; but you 
•would be surprised to see what an ex- 
tensive miscellaneous collection is also 
kept in that department. There are 
20,000 law books in the library, which 
is regarded as second only to the con- 
gressional library in its numerical col- 
lection of works',of legal lore. The 
creative impulse was given to the law 
library in tile early '50's by Attorney 
General Cushing. In the settlement of 
controversies over the California land 
cases which came into our courts after 
the acquirement of the Pacific coast 
territory as a result of the Mexican 
war the attorney general was obliged 
to send sin agent to Mexico to purchase 
a full collection of the law books of 
that country. That collection formed 
the nucleus of the present' library 
which is constantly growing. For sev- 
eral years congress has made annual, 
appropriations of §2,500 for the pur- 
chase of new books. 


The library of the war department 


is a very heterogeneous aggregation. 
It originally consisted of the reports 
of army officers, the annual reports of 
secretaries of war, the reports of the 
adjutant general, surgeon general, in- 
spector general, quartermaster gen- 
eral, commissary general, paymaster 
general and other bureau 
officials. 


Works on the art of war, histories of 
generals and of great conflicts were 
added, until during1 the administra- 
tion of Gen. Grant, when Gen. Belknap 
was secretary of war, law books,-novels 
and 
miscellaneous ., literature were 


added. 
About ten years ago David 


Fitzgerald was appointed librarian. 
He entered the arena of chaos and re- 
duced it to order. He catalogued the 
books, repaired old ones, bought new 
ones and gave to the work all of the 
energies of a strong mind 
well 


equipped by experience and literary 
acquirements. 
In the new war de- 


partment building he secured very 
handsome quarters for nis priceless 
and beloved treasures, and to-day the 
war department library is truly a 
thing of beauty and excellence. The 
clerks of this department, are nearly 
all of them good readers, and they 
have the use of the library without 
expense to themselves. 
Hence the 


books are in constant circulation, all 
of them being carefully accounted for 
by the librarian.. 


The department of state has a libra- 


ry which is not of general interest, be- 
cause the books upon its shelves relate 
mainly to the diplomatic service. These 
volumes are consulted constantly not 
only by the officials of the department 
of state but by the diplomats of for- 
eign countries who reside here. Each 
book is valuable, and no one of them 
could be replaced except at a cost of 
hnndredsof dollars. They are printed 
in every language spoken in the civil- 
ized world, and their pages contain 
facts and precedents in the history of 
diplomacy. The state department li- 
brary, owing to the sagacity of Thomas 
Jefferson, was organized by a resolu- 
tion of congress in 1780. So you see it is 
as old as the federal government Iteolf. 
This congressional act stated that an 
appropriation was made "in order to 
provide the secretary of state with 
such books -as were necessary." Ever 


many books wuicn are valuable, au'd 
even faro, and which during the forty 
years that the library' has been in ex- 
istence have collected by degrees on 
the shelves. 
This is a circulating 


library, and is intended mainly for the 
•use of the clerks, very nSany of whom 
'are ladies. There are upwards of 
.200 


books taken out each day, so you see 
it is quite a popular collection. The 
various bureaus of the interior iieparfc- 
meet'have separate libraries of their 
own, 
intended for consultation on pub- 


lic matters. The general land office, 
the pension office, the patent office, the 
Indian office have books on land laws, 
'pension laws, patent laws and Indian 
affairs. These great offices are parts 
of the interior department, but their

appropriation. Various clerks" in this 
department have, from time to time, 
contributed .books which form the 
nucleus for a library.

apart three rooms on the top floor of 
the department building and detailed 
a elerk to act as librarian; so that.the 
books,on hand are now catalogued and 
the library is gradually assuming such 
proportions that congress will soon be 
obliged to recognize it and make ade- 
craate appropriations for its main- 
tenance. 


There are similar libraries • in 
the 


navy, treasury <and agricultural de- 
partments, and also in the geological 
survey, labor bureau and minor execu- 
tive offices, aggregating in all nearly a 
quarter of a, million volumes. All of 
these books are accessible to the gov- 
ernment employes, so yon will under- 
stand that the department clerks who 
have literary appetites do not need to 
go hungering and thirsting while the 
manna of letters and the living waters 
of scholarship are thns within the 
reach of all. 
, 


For official use, the department li- 


braries are exceptionally valuable, be- 
cause they con tain past decisions, prec- 
edents and historical memories, all 
properly indexed so as to be ready for 
use when official opinions are to be 
promulgated by heads of bureaus or 
cabinet ministers. In the treasury de- 
partment, for example, the volumes of 
opinions of Comptroller Lawrence are 
in constant use by the successors of 
that eminent-official, and by the law 
clerks in the various branches of the 
financial department. The same may be 
said to be true concerning the pub- 
lished decisions of commissioners of 
the general land office, of patents, of 
Indian affairs, although in a less de- 
gree than concerning the important 
opinions of Lawrence. In other words, 
when the government, by one of its ac- 
credited agents, decides a matter'of- 
flcially, it is important for the suc- 
cessors of that public officer for all 
time to know what the past decisions 
and.preccdentshave been, so that there 
shall be less likelihood of executive 
officers contradicting or overruling 
each other. 
Hende, these official li- 


braries are aptly termed "memories," 
for they contain and retain facts upon 
their printed pages which ought never 
tobeforgotten, but which man unaided 
could not faithfully remember.

There are about 12,000 books in the 


library of, the interior department, 
containing many' standard works, but 
as in the case with all libraries intend- 
ed for general use, fiction is largely 
represented. Under the efficient man- 
agement of the librarian this collection 
of books has grown in interest, and 
each year additions are made which 
tend to increase its usefulness. The 
works of the leading novelists are 
fonnd upon its shelves. This feature 
of the library has not been developed 
at the expense of the other depart- 
ments of literature, for here may be 
found the writings and speeches of 
nearly all American statesmen, trans-
